If you are a user of M Street Journal the stations marked with the plus (+) sign are stations that 
were missing from their 7-2-97 list.

KXBT and WJDM are already operating on an STA and are making a formal request for 
permanent license status. 

WGNY-1220 was not allotted an expanded band frequency but they are petitioning for a waiver 
to allow them to be included. WCHQ-1360 would change city of license for their X-Band station 
from Camuy to Canovanas. 

As you might have guessed at least two petitions for reconsideration have been filed against List 
Three. Did I hear somebody say “Here we go again"? Press Broadcasting of New Jersey has asked 
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the Commission to reconsider the five-year period during which stations may operate on both 
frequencies, suggesting that operations on the old frequency should cease immediately upon 
initiation of expanded band operations. The other is from WONX-1590 challenging the 
engineering studies that bumped it from List Three. They were allotted 1700 on List Two. While 
the first petition can be dealt with easily the one from WONX may have sufficient merit to turn 
things topsy-turvy once again. 

And finally, If you've noticed an improved signal from WJDM-1660, it may be due to their move 
from the short 80 foot tower in Elizabeth to the Meadowlands where they are now diplexed into

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Los Angeles Call Letter History 
By Bob Harrison 


Chart 1 

Earle C. Anthony was perhaps the most important leader in the early days of broadcasting in 
the Los Angeles area. Born in 1880, this entrepreneur made his mark at an early age. When he was 
only fourteen years old, he built an electric automobile powered by a motor of his own construction. 
As a young man he originated the idea of the "service station”, a location along the roadway where 
the motorist could refuel his “horseless carriage” and obtain repairs or parts. On April 16, 1922, he 
launched station KFI as a “hobby” from the Packard Motor Company building in Los Angeles, 
where he worked as an agent and salesman. Under Mr. Anthony's leadership, KFI quickly grew 
into one of the most powerful and highly regarded radio voices on the west coast, with a signal 
heard across the nation. The New York Times radio listings of the 1920's included their late-night 
schedule for east-coast listeners. 

Even though Mr. Anthony owned and operated such an important station, he dreamed of 
operating a second outlet in the Los Angeles area. In 1929 he purchased the tiny KPLA, which had 
begun at Big Bear Lake in 1925 as KFXB. He renamed it KECA, in reference to his initials. KECA’s 
success however was hampered by its low power and undesirable dial position of 1430 kilocycles. 
Mr. Anthony jealously eyed the clear-channel 780 kilocycle frequency, which at the time was 
shared by two struggling stations, KTM and KELW. This hapless pair was engaged in a furious 
battle to kick the other off the air and take fulltime control of 780 kilocycles. One account said, "The 
KIM - KELW controversy was one of the most bitter fought before the old Radio Commision." The 
federal regulators criticized KELW, owned by Earl L. White, for giving broadcast time in exchange 
for “laundry, garage work, and other forms of service", while the wayward KTM "had featured 
astrologers", according to an account in the October 1, 1932 issue of "Broadcasting", as supplied to 
us by NRC'er Jim Roggentine. At that time, the federal authorities reluctantly renewed the KIM 
and KELW licenses. Shortly thereafter, the Hearst newspaper corporation bought out KTM and 
KELW, combining them into a single new station, KEHE, in 1935. Mr. Anthony finally realized his 
goal of taking over the 780 kilocycle frequency in 1939 when he purchased KEHE from Hearst and 
replaced it with KECA. But two years later, because of federal “duopoly” rules, he was forced to sell 
the station to the Blue Network (later the American Broadcasting Company), which changed the 
callsign to KABC in 1954. 

This chart also shows the brief history of Los Angeles’ first broadcasting station, KQL, founded 
by Arno A. Kluge in October of 1921 and shut down nine months later. Also, today's KLAC began 
in 1924 with the sequentially-assigned call KFPG, changed in 1925 to KMTR, after its owner, the 
K.M. Turner Radio Corporation.

Many of today's Los Angeles area stations can trace their history to the early days of 
broadcasting. KFRN was founded in Long Beach in 1924 as KFON by the Echophone Radio Shop. 
The call sign was changed to KFOX in 1928; that callsign lasted almost fifty years. 

The Los Angeles station which operated for over sixty-five years as KMPC began in the 
“unregulated” radio days of early 1927 as KRLO; it squeezed itself on the air using the frequency of 
681.4 kilocycles. It became KEJK in 1928, and KMPC in 1930, named after its new owner, the 
MacMillan Petroleum Company. In the early 1930's a team of station comedians created a skit 
which involved fictitious characters who lived in cabins hidden away in the woods of Beverly 
Hills. "The Beverly Hillbillies" became so popular that station personnel flew to Arkansas to scour 
the Ozark Mountains in search of "genuine" hillbillies who could provide realistic music for the 
program. One of these musicians, James Baker, became one of country music's biggest recording 
stars of the 1940's under the name Elton Britt. KMPC was owned for many years by Gene Autry, 
and once was one of the nation’s most important country music outlets. 

KTNQ began in 1925 with the sequentially-assigned call-letters KFVD, and was founded by the 
MeWhinnie Electric Company. The KIEV cali-letters were also assigned sequentially and have 
remained in use since 1932. Stations with sequentially-assigned call-letters but a much shorter 
history include KGFH of La Cresenta, founded by Frederick Robinson in 1927; KFQZ, owned by 
Taft Radio of Hollywood; and KZC, founded in 1921 by the Western Radio Electric Company. 
KZC's callsign switch to KOG in February of 1922 was the first call-letter change in U.S. 
broadcasting history! KOG was deleted early in 1923.

This chart shows six early Los Angeles area stations; only one of which survived for any length Los Angeles & Orange County AM Call-Letter History Chart #3 
of time. That one was KHJ, founded in 1922 by C.R. Kieruff, but operated through the 1920's by 
"The Los Angeles Times". In the 1930's the station was the property of Mr. Don Lee, famous for 
erecting the huge, often photographed biock-letter "Hollywood" sign. Today the station operates as 
KKH]. 

Early stations which failed to survive were KYJ, owned by Lee J. Mayberg; KLB, operated from 
Pasadena by J.J. Dunn and Company; KGF, owned by the Pomona Fixture and Wiring Company; 
KGO, operated by the Altadena Radio Laboratory; and KNR, a creation of the Beacon Light 
Company. ;

KGER was the sequentially-designated callsign of a station founded early in 1927 during the 
“unregulated” era of broadcasting by Mr. C. Merwin Dobyns of Long Branch. In 1931 KGER 
absorbed its share-time partner KPSN, operated by the “Pasadena Star News". The KGER call- 
letters remained in use for seventy years, finally being changed to KLTX in 1997. 

KFWB was founded in Hollywood in 1925 by Warner Brothers Pictures. The call-letters have 
remained in use continuously for over seventy years. Stations with a much shorter history on this 
chart are KXS, founded by the Braun Corporation; KUS, owned by the City Dye Works and 
Laundry Corporation; and KFRP, operated briefly by the Trinity Episcopal Church of Redlands.

Los Angeles was the home of the first radio station owned by a woman. Sadly, this radio 

pioneer saw her promising career destroyed by a terrible scandal. The station was KFSG, the 
broadcast voice of the Church of the Four-Square Gospel, also known as the Echo Park Evangelistic | 
Association. The leader of the church, and owner of the station, was Aimee Semple McPherson, a l 
preacher whose dramatic sermons attracted huge and enthusiastic crowds. The scandal came | 
about when McPherson faked her own kidnapping to cover-up a romantic tryst with the station's | 
engineer. A trial ensued, and even though McPerson was found not guilty by the jury, the general | 
public was convinced of her guilt, and her career as a preacher was ruined. The station and church | 
survived the scandal however, and KFSG operated for many years as a share-time partner of KMIC. 
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owner Dalton’s Inc. had its offices. Today itis KIS.) KFSG shut down its AM facility in the early 
1960's, and continues to this day on the FM band. 

KGC was founded in December of 1921 by the Electric Lighting Supply Company of Hollywood, 
and by May of 1922 was renamed KNX by its new owner, the "Los Angeles Evening Express". The 
KNX callsign has remained on the air continuously for seventy-five years. 

Early stations which failed to survive are KZI, founded by Irving S. Cooper; KWH, owned by the 
“Los Angeles Examiner", and KSS, operated by the Prest and Dean Radio Research Laboratory of 
Long Branch.

One of the most successful Los Angeles broadcasting stations was started by a twenty-year-old Los Angeles & Orange County AM Call-Letter History Chart #6 
“ham” operator, who brought a new station on to the standard broadcast band early in 1927 during 
the hectic months of “non-regulation". KGFJ was the sequentially assigned callsign given to 
University of Southern California sophomore Ben S. McGlashan for a station he built from 
equipment originally used by the defunct KUS (see chart 4). According to an article in the March 1, 
1932 issue of “Broadcasting”, provided to us by NRC member Jim Roggentine, the 100-watt KGF] 
was a major financial and musical success. The station boasted a 22-piece staff orchestra and a 
long list of loyal advertisers. McGlashen said he owed his success to his "ten commandments" of 
business, the first of which stated, “Operate 24 hours a day.” (Other rules included: "Cash in 
advance” and “Put money back into programs”.) Throughout the 1930's KGFJ operated on the local 
1200 kilocycle channel, directly adjacent to the 1210 kilocycle channel shared by Pasadena's KPPC 
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KRNO was allowed to broadcast during KPPC's Sunday and Wednesday hours, but with a limit of 
500 watts. Meanwhile, KGFJ (now on 1230 kilocycles) joined other local stations in increasing its 
power, but it was compelled to drop back to its original 100 watts while KPPC was broadcasting on 
Wednesday evenings and Sundays. All the while, KPPC was not permitted to increase its power 
beyond the 100 watts it had been using since the early 1930's. 

Hence, by the 1960's, KPPC could be considered the smallest of all U.S. broadcasters, both in 
terms of its 100-watt power and its limited Wednesday evening and Sunday hours. The IRCA 
reprint "Not Just Your Average Radio Station” by Jay Hurley paints a fascinating picture of the 
station in those days. This pint-sized broadcaster made big waves in becoming the second station 
in the nation (after a San Francisco FM’er) to go "free-form underground”. The article stated, "With 
candid discussions of grass and acid, hash and speed, and anything else that might pop into some 
freak’s head..., KPPC quickly became something much different from its original intended 
purpose.” And the studios at that time were still located in the basement of the Pasadena 
Presbyterian Church! 

For radio traditionalists, this saga ended on a sad note in 1996 when the decades-old KGEJ and 
KPPC callsigns were replaced with KYPA and KXPA to match the "Personal Achievement” 
programming format. The station owners apparently had little regard for the rich history that 
accompanied their stations’ callsigns. 

Early, short-lived stations on the chart: KNV, owned by the Radio Supply Company; KJC, 
owned by the Standard Radio Company; and KNN, owned by “Bullock's”. 
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Chart 7 

Among the most controversial stations of broadcasting's early days was KGEF, established 
during the “unregulated days" of 1926 by the Trinity Methodist Church. According to a series of 
"Broadcasting" articles forwarded to us from NRC member Jim Roggentine, the church's pastor, 
Rev. Robert P. ("Fighting Bob") Shuler, was a political activist who at one time ran for a U.S. Senate 
seat from California. The radio commission deleted his license in 1931, alleging that "Dr. Shuler's 
broadcasts were sensational rather than instructive, and that in two instances the pastor had been 
convicted of attempting in his radio talks to obstruct the orderly administration of public justice.” 
Dr. Shuler fought the license revocation on free-speech grounds, but ultimately lost the case in 
federal appeals court. 

The big winner in this case was KGEF's share-time partner KFAC, which was allotted full-time 
status on 1300 kilocycles after KGEF was eliminated. KFAC began early in 1922 as KJS, and was 
renamed a few years later to KTBI in honor of its owner, "The Bible Institute" of Los Angeles. Today 
this station operates as KWKW. 

Some of the early broadcasters which lasted only a short time were: KUY, owned by the Coast [| = 839 ---~~----------—--------------- +--+ enn nnn nnn nnn 
Radio Company of El Monte; KDYR, operated by the "Pasadena Star News"; KDZD, operated by 
W.R. Mitchell, and KDZF, begun by the Automobile Club of Southern California.

There seems to be no end to the Los Angeles stations which failed to survive the "pioneering 
days" of broadcasting! This chart displays six more, all of which had call-letters assigned by the 
Radio Commision from its alphabetically sequential list! KDZP, owned by the Newberry Electric 
Corporation; KFAR, owned by the Studio Lighting Service of Hollywood; KFAC, operated by the 
"Glendale Daily Press"; KFAV,a property of the Abbot Kinney Company in Venice; KFAW, 
operated by the "Radio Den" of Santa Ana; and KFCL, owned by the Los Angeles Union Stock 
Yards.

Here we go with another six Los Angeles area stations which began and ended during 
broadcasting's early days. Again, all of them had call-letters assigned alphabetically by the Federal 
Radio Commision: KFHJ, owned by Fallon and Company of Santa Barbara; KFMY, licensed to the 
Boy Scouts of America in Long Beach; KFNV, operated by the L.A. Drake Battery and Radio Supply 
Shop in Santa Rosa; KFOC, owned by the First Christian Church in Whittier; KFPR, licensed to the 
Los Angleles County Forestry Department; and KFQG, operated by the Southern California Radio 
Association.

Santa Ana's KWIZ can trace its history back to the days of “nonregulation" in 1926, when Dr. 
John Wesley Hancock established KWTC there. By 1930 the station became KREG, and was owned 
by the Pacific Western Broadcasting Federation. In the mid 1930's it became KVOE, "the Voice of 
the Orange Empire”. Its present callsign KWIZ dates back to the mid 1950's. 

Three more Los Angeles area stations with shorter lives are also shown on this chart: KFWO 
was operated by Mr. Lawrence Mott from Avalon; KFQI belonged to the Thomas H. Ince 
Corporation of Culver City; and KFYF was licensed to Carl's Radio Den and the Newcomb Radio 
Company of Oxnard. 


Chart 11 

The station which operates today from Albuquerque, New Mexico as KZSS can trace its history 
back to the early days of broadcasting in Southern California. KGGM was the sequentially- 
designated callsign assigned to Mr. Jay Peters of Inglewood, California in 1927 when his “portable” 
station was licensed by the Radio Commission. In 1928, when the commission revamped the 
frequency assignments, KGGM was relocated to Albuquerque, where it operated with those call- 
letters for over forty years. In fact, the old callsign remained in service on the TV side into the 
1990's. 

Another portable station, KGFO, did not fare as well. Operated by Brant Radio, this station 
failed to. win a frequency assignment in the 1928 allocations.

In what is now a recurring story, here's the latest batch of new area codes being introduced. I 
will be keeping the NRC membership informed each time I get another batch. There will be many 
more changes in the next few years. In the event of any confusion, consult your long distance 
operator. 

CALIFORNIA 

213 / 323 Split Date TBA Downtown Los Angeles will retain 213, the remainder of the 213 NPA 
will switch to area code 323. The 323 NPA will completely surround the small 213 NPA. 

408 / 831 Split Date TBA Santa Clara County and very small portions of neighboring counties will 
retain 408. The remaining area will switch to a.c. 831. The 831 NPA will include Salinas, 
Monterey, Santa Cruz, and Hollister. 

FLORIDA 904 / 850 Split date TBA The Florida Panhandle including the Pensacola, Tallahassee, 
and Panama City areas, will be switching to a.c. 850. 

KANSAS 913 / 785 Split occurs July 24, 1997 The Kansas City / Leavenworth area retains 913. The 
remaining western area including Topeka, Lawrence, Salina, Manhattan, Hays, and Colby will 
switch to a.c. 785. 

MISSISSIPPI 601 / 228 Split occurs September 15, 1997 The Jackson area will retain 601. Exact 
boundaries are not certain at this time.

I just encountered another surprise. The Delaware Department of Transportation has opened a 
TIS on 1390 that gives traffic info and weather. I presume it has already been heard by you, Dave, 
and other area members, but I don't recall having heard it before today [Wed. May 14]. Puts out a 
good signal up this way but can be phased to WLAN with no effort. Now why would Delaware put 
a TIS right next door to WAMS-1380 ?. WAMS continues to play non-stop classical music at a 
reduced power [compared to WILM] but | guess regular service is in the works. I also note that 
some other stations remain silent including WI'KZ-1320 and WIFI-1460. Incidentally, with these 
two off, lam hearing WICO-1320 and WCEI-1460 during the daytime hours. One of my daytime 
sports these days is trying to see how many frequencies I can phase the dominant station to the one 
behind it. Just this week I was able to phase local WIP to WSNG-610 which remained just barely 
below. Also in passing I note that WOMV-540 [ID as "WDMV Pocomoke City is WBEY"] seems 
stronger than it was. Phasing between WDMV and WLUx is simple, and either can be brought up 
to good strength. I use a combination of 3 wires fed into my DL2 unit. And the R8A, of course. My 
favorite phasing territory, though, is the upper end of the band, especially the graveyards. TA 
reception has deteriorated for the most part as expected by mid-May. My last decent encounter was 
mid-April when I had Iran-1566 on a tentative basis on a night when VOA-Kuwait-1548 was 
really booming in. I will keep trying throughout the summer.

While this is not necessarily DX-related, it is certainly radio-related, so I thought I'd pass it on to 
the membership. I ran across a gentleman a while back who makes reproduction porcelain-enamel 
signs from the 1930's, '40s, and ‘50s. Most of his designs are automobile and oil company-related, 
but he also produces signs from the early days of radio. Some of his radio-related signs include: 
KFI/KECA/Earl F. Anthony, Inc. (in red, white, and blue); Columbia Broadcasting System 
(feratures an old-time microphone and is done in blues, yellows, black, and white); Mutual 
Broadcasting System (another old-time microphone, and is done in yellow, black, grey, and white); 
and National Broadcasting company (a third representation of an old-time microphone, and is 
done in red, black, white, and navy). All signs are round, and are approximately 24" in diameter, 
and are produced on heavy metal stock. They are perfect for decorating the den or garage. I have 
not purchased one of his radio-related signs, but I am heavily into petroliana, and have purchased 
several of his oil company signs, so I can personally vouch for his work being of the highest 
quality. They sell for around $40.00 each (plus pth). If you would like to see some representative 
photographs of his work, send a #10 SASE to: Steve Jelf, Suite 3, Box 200, Route 5, Arkansas City, 
KS 67005.

Long time no Muse, I plan to catch you up on things relating to NJ towers over the next couple 
months, as I've been back to Washington DC to do more research at the FCC. First wanted to 
mention a big unID mystery. Both in July and in January, from Tucker GA, I've heard "CHFI” 
playing music and giving Ontario traffic, in the daytime (even just after noon), on 1280! There is a 
CHFI but it is a Toronto FM. Nearby Hamilton had a 1280 years ago but that has moved to 820. 
CHF] did tell me they are on satellite so the only explanation I can come up with is that someone 
near my friend's house has a satellite dish and a pirate on 1280...uniess one of the GA members can 
tell me something different. 

This muse will talk about 620 and 1190 - New York area stations whose towers are now very 
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close neighbors. 620 Newark, now WXLX, had towers, 5 in a row with the middle one taller,at a 
site off Route 10 in Livingston since 1948. In 1992 the station was granted a CP to change City of 
License to Rutherford, with towers located just East of the Western spur of the NJ turnpike, also 
bordered by Conrail, Berry's Creek, and the Hackensack River. It was to be 4 towers in a trapezoid, 
Ikw day, 4.2 kw night, coordinates N40 47 22 W74 05 10 at the far east end of Rutherford 
(accessible only by turnpike service road). 

But WTMJ pointed out some nighttime interference, and WXLX realized that given the amount 
of, and quality of land that site is on (more swampy than most of the meadowlands) that they 
could not correct their pattern to satisfy WI'M)'s objection, from that site. (To give Rutherford 
required coverage, it would mean beaming some of the signal back to the NW towards downtown... 
and eventually, towards Milwaukee). 

In June 1995, the engineering firm Carl T. Jones Corp, filed for a ‘major modification of CP’ on 
behalf of WXLX, involving a new site off ValleyBrook Road in Lyndhurst; this application also 
requested a change in the City of License to Jersey City, day power to 3kw, night power to 8kw (later 
changed to 7.6 kw), as now allowed on regional channels. The report cited that their lease would 
expire in Livingston in March 96 and that they had to move SOMEWHERE. The coordinates of the 
new site are N40 47 53 W74 06 24. Somewhere bewteen June and September 1996 these towers 
went up, just south east of the new WINS site (more about that some other time) and just WSW of 
the WLIB site. To an observer the site looks like 5 towers equally spaced, in a completely straight 
line, oriented 128 degrees towards northern Jersey City. Technically the towers vary in spacing 
between 88.2 and 91.7 electrical degrees and the angle from (easternmost) Tower 1 varies between 
307.7 and 308.7 degrees to each of the other towers. 

The engineering report further describes how WLIB, WINS, WOR and WEVD-1050, each being 
within 3 km of the site, will be protected as follows "the proposed WXLX towers will be detuned at 
each of the 4 stations frequencies, in addition filters will be installed at the 4 stations to elminate 
interference from the proposed WXLX signal." Both the day and night patterns put a big lobe at 
128-130 degrees towards Jersey City, Hoboken, lower Manhattan, Brooklyn and southern Queens 
with nulls mainly for WIP, WHEN, and WZON. 

Testing in the daytime and after midnight began in January 1997, and on Thursday, March 20, 
the Meadowlands site was activated. I'd heard rumors that the Livingston towers may be coming 
down the following week and got confirmation from WXLX engineer Robert Massey, the next 
Monday. I was very intrigued with the idea of seeing it happen, having seen some of Jerry Starr's 
photos of towers being made to fall in the Youngstown area, but but having been up all night that 
Monday, I didn't feel it would be safe to drive to Essex county on zero sleep. Unfortunately Mr. 
Massey called around 3pm to tell me that all five towers had come down that day, ahead of 
schedule. Apparently their method was to cut one guy and let it fall. I visited the site the next day 
and was told the West Essex Tribune, a Livingston weekly, had a photographer there for the event. 
I shot several minutes of video of the old WVNJ studio, transmitter and towers, and returned a 
week later to buy several copies of the paper. One of the photos shows a tower in the shape of a 
“greater than sign" as it was falling. I plan to bring a copy of this paper to the convention (auction 
item perhaps?). 

I have a lot more information than fits here; perhaps I'll do a web page and /or bring 
information with me to the convention. 

As for WLIB, I'm sure you have heard of the plan involving Inner City Broadcasting Company, 
Pathfinder, Jacor, etc to put WLIB on at night at the expense of WOWO's coverage. WLIB filed this 
study that you can interpret as either ‘a wonderful thing’ or something much less positive, showing 
the effects of WOWO's reduced coverage. First they show how everyone in WOWO's day and night 
coverage will stil be served by other stations. Then they show how, with WOWO's reduced 
coverage at night, six other stations will have a larger ‘nighttime interference-free service contour" 
and how the amount of people benefitting from this change is a greater number than the people 
WOWO loses by pulling in to the East. The six supposed beneficiaries are WHAM-1180, WOEQ- 
1190 Royal Palm Beach FL (calls have changed), KFEZ-1190, WCHB-1200 and WBZY-1200 (i.e, 
3470 more people North of New Castle PA would be able to hear WBZY without QRM from 
WOWO). 

As for the towers: it's another Carl T. Jones, consulting engineer job: WLIB will be adding 2 new 
towers, to be located to the SE of its existing 3-in-a-row towers, and fifteen feet shorter than the 
existing three; they will use towers 1 (westernmost), 2, 4, and 5 for their nighttime pattern, forming 
a trapezoid of extreme obtuse and and acute angles. Whether or not they will blanket the East 
Coast as WOWO used to, will remain to be seen (or heard). Their proposed 30 kw night pattern 
shows a big lobe into NYC at 110 degrees; a secondary lobe to the NNE heads towards Eastern 
Bergen County and tertiary lobes SSW towards Newark and Staten Island, WSW towards Orange 
and WNW towards Montclair are seen off the back. Although the nighttime study only assured 
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protection to WHAM (WLIB's 0.25 mv/m 10 percent skywave to not interfere with WHAM's 0.5 
mv/m groundwave contour) and XEWK-1190 Guadalajara, JA, Mexico (WLIB's 0.025 mv/m 10% 
interfering contour will not overlap the protected 0.5 mv/m 50% skywave contour of XEWK), they 
have some other nulls: at 50, 180, 215, 270 and 325 degrees. 

The study indicates they will cover 92% of the city of license. Towers 1,2,3 line up at 100 degrees 
North, tower 4 is at 109.8 degrees bearing and tower 5 is 111 degrees North referenced to tower 1. 
WLIB (and WOWO) have each had their construction complete date extended to November 2, 1997.
